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ACCOUNT. 


OF THE 
Duty on Tin 
Exported from Anno 1610. to the Year 1698. 


HE Pewrerers Grievance (under which they have long laboured) 
is, That Foreign Nations buy our Tin as cheapas our own Sub- 
jeAs; with which they make their adulterated Pewter, and fo do 

underſel us in their own and all other Foreign Markets. Which (is humbly 
conceived) cannot be prevented any other way than by laying ſuch an 
additional Duty on Tin Exported, that it may come ſo much the dearer 
to them, as may ballance their gains by Allay.

An Anſwer to 
the Exportation Duty on TIN. 


t.1, HAT the AQ for Tonnage and Poundage laid but 12 4. in the Pound, or per 
Terr. 9n all Goods according to their Value, and Tin paid 4 5. tor every Hundred 


Weight Coynage Duty, and at, and before the Duty was taken off, 7 5. 4 d. the 
Hundred, Cuſtom. In all r1 s. 4.4, which is about 20 per Cenr. according to the 
F Value of Tin, which was then but 27.85. or 24. 10 s. a Hundred to the Tinner. 
per. As to the Coynage Duty, it is by antient Cuſtom paid to the Duke of Cormoal, and hath 
no relation to the Duty ſetled in the Book of Rates by the A& of Tonnage and Poun- 
dage, but is paid by our own Subjects as well as Foreigners, in the Country where the Tin 
1s got. | 
And as to the 12 4. in the Pound by the AQ of Tonnage and Poundage, it was not ac- 
£4 cording to the true andreal Value of the Goods, but according to ſuch Value as was ſet upon 
£ them by that Act in the Book of Rates, wherein Tin is valued at -1. 65. $4. the Hun- 
o_ though the true Value of it, Anno 1660, when that Act was made, was not near ſo 
much. 

Beſides, if it be enquired what Cuſtom other Goods Exported pay, ſome will he found 
much{to exceed 12 4. In the Pound, or 5 per. Cexe. A*% tor inſtance, Lead Exported, Paics 
10/. Cuſtom for every Hundred Pounds in Value : And if Lead (the Exfortation whereof can- 
not be in Prejudice of any Engliſh Manutacture) pay 10 per Cent. *tis hop'd it may not be 
thought unreaſonable, that Tin (the Exportation whereot at ſo low a Duty as now, being 
plainly prejudicial to the Manufacture of Pewter) may pay 15 per Cent. Which (at the Pricc 
of Tin now in London) 1s about 11 5s. 6 4. the Hundred Weight Cuſtom, and is 8 5. 6 4. the 
Hundred more than the 3 s. a Hundred it now pays, aud which Tin may well bear, with- 
out leſſening the Foreign Veat of it. 

That a great Duty on Tin Exported, will fo raiſe the Price, that it may diſcourage the 
Uſe, and fo leſſen the Conſumption of it in Foreign Countries; or elſe encourage them to 
bring Tin from Faſt-Idia (there being great Quantities of it in that Country, as good as 
the Eoliſh Tin) which will much leflca the Foreign Vent of our Tin. 

This is but barcly alledged, and cannot be demonſtrated ; but the ccntrary may be made 
appear, That Tin will not only bear the return of the Duty of 4 5s. 4 d. the Hundred, but 
4 Or 5 5. the Hundred more: For though Eaſt-1rdia may produce great Quantity of Tin, 
yet *tis manifeſt to the moſt experienced Men in that Trade, that the Demand for it there 
15 ſo great, that it will yield in Eaft-In4ia and other Countries beyond the Cape of Gord 
Hope, from 31. 10 5, to 51. the Hundred Weight; and therefore impratticable to bring ir 
into Exrope as Merchandize : I hough ſometimes when no better Kentilage can be got, ſome 
ſmall quantity is brought as Ballaſt to ſtiffen zhe Ship, and can be neither more or leſs, by 
Jaying an Additional Duty of. 8 or 10 s. the Hundred Weight on our Tia exported : Be- 
lides, *tis not ſo good in Quality as ours, for the Duarch give 3 or 4 5. the Hy 24s Weight 
more for the Enoliſh, than the Eaſt-Indiz Tin at the ſame time. 

And 'tis evident ſuch an Additional Duty, wall not ſo advance the Price of Tin, as to di!- 
| courage the Foreign vent of it ; cither by diſcouraging the Uſe, or Conſumption of it, i; 
; Foreign Countries, or by encouraging them, to bring Tin from Faſt-Imdia: For 

ſince the taking off the Duty the laſt Parliament ; the Tinner hath advanced 
| the Price of Tin, near 20s. the Hundred to the Foreigner, as well to as our own Subjcets : 
The Tinaers Price being then but 48, or 505. the Hundred ;- and the laſt Chriſtm.z« Coy- 
nage it was advanced to 3 /. 7s. the Hundred ; belides the Coynage Duty. $0 that tis plain 
that 8, or 10s. the Hundred, Additional Duty, will not diſcourage the Foreign Vent. of 
Tin ; ſince that will not advance the Price to the Forcigner one halt ſo much as the 'Tinner 
or Merchants hath advanced it, fince the taking off the Duty. 

And the difference only is, that the Duty is to the King and for the good of the Publick, 
and the 20s. per Hundred, now advanced in Price, is to the private Gain and Advantage 
of the Tinner and Merchant, who make this Objettion agaiaſt the Return and Increaſe 
of the Duty ; which is not only much to the Kings Advantage, but alſo the only remcdy 
for the Pewterers Grievance. 

c&.3- If a higher Duty be laid on Tin, it will ſo fink the Price of it, that the Tinner muſt 
bear all that is added to the Duty: Ard conſequently greatly unpoveriſh them, who arc 
too Poor already. 

Fer. If the Conſumptioner of any Goods bears the Duty (as is generally agrecd, ) then the 
Duty advanced will not be bora by the Tianer, nor any of our own Subjects ; but by the 
Foreigners beyond Sea, who Conſime onr '1in exported. Bur if it ſhould any way affect 
the Tianer (which caanot be admitted) they may well bear it ot of the 205. per Cert. they 
have advanced to themſelves 1n Price, lince the 45. 4d. per Cent. was taken off the Duty. 


e. It cannot be denyed , - but that there is Yearly Exported ont of Frgland, upwards 
of i000 Tuns of Tin, one Year with another. And therefore every Shilling the Hun# 
dred added to the Duty, will increaſe the Kings Cuſtom above 10061. per Annwm. 
So that 8 or 195. the Hundred added to the preſent Duty,will increaſe the Kings Cuſtoms 
upwards of 8 or 10920 per Amrm. 
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
